Cork, Nov. 6.— Au election is being 
held here to-day for a successor to 
Parliament of the lat Charles Stewart 
Parnell, who represented Cork City 
in the Commons. The Parnellite 
candidate is John E. Redmond, and 
Martin Flavin, a batter merchant of 
this city, is the McCarthyite candi- 
date. | 

The influence of the priests is with 
the McOarthyites. They made a 
house canvass cf votes, following im- 
mediately after the Parnellite can- 
vassers, and threatening the electors 
with all sorts of horrible things if they 
vote for RBdmond or failed to vote for 
Flavig.. In order to avert a possible 
@isorder the polls were strongly 
guarded by the police. The voting is 
active, but up to 10 o’clock everything 
was quiet. Many priests are stationed 
about the polls, mingled with the 
voters and giving them final instruc- 
tions and admonitions, or making 
final appeals before they eutered the 
polling places. 

In addition to the precautions taken 
bp the police authorities, the whole 
garrison of Cork and of the adjoining 
fortifications are confined to their bar- 
racks and there held under arms. 
The troops will remain until all pos- 
sibility for serious rioting is vanished. 
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‘News from Brazil. 
By Cable and Associated Press.) 

Pans, Nov. 6.—A dispatch from 
Rio Janeiro states the elections for the 
members of the new Chamber of Rep- 
resentatives are expected to take place 
in January. Congress will revise the 
constitution and it will retain its Re- 
publican and Federative character. 
The dispatch further states that a 
commission has been appointed for 
the summary trial of persons charged 
with being enemies of the Republic. 
Upon conviction on that charge they 
will be banished from the country. 

Lonpon, Nov. 6.—Advices received 
by the Times to-day frgm Rio Grande 
do Sul declare that the army and 
navy compelled President Da Fonseca 
to assume the Dictatorship, and there 
is considerable agitation in the prov- 
ince of, Rio Grande do Sul, where the 
late events at Rio Janeiro are consid- 
ered to be but a prelude to the resto- 
ration of the empire. 

The Times dispatch continues: 
Northern Brazil is decidedly in favor 
of an empire, and only in central Bra- 
ail is the Republic popular. This may 
lead to Dom Pedro’s grandson becom- 
ing chief, under the regency, of three 
prominent citizens.”’

Wasurvoton, Nov. 6.—A telegram 
from the Japanese Government was 
received to-day by Tateno, the Japan- 
ese Minister, giving an account of the 
earthquake which occurred in Japan 
on the 18th of October. It seems from 
this report the damage caused by the 
earthquake was confined almost en- 
tirely to the perfectures of Aichi and 
Gifu. Nagoya is the chief city in the 
Aichi prefecture and bas a population 
of 150,000. There are very large cities 
in the Gifu prefecture. No mention is 
made of any damage in any other 
parts of Japan, According to this in- 
formation, 6,500 persons were killed, 
9,000 were injured, 75,000 houses to-

WESTERN WORKINGMEN. 


Interesting Facts Developed by 
Investigation. 


dition of the Laboring Classes 
im Certain In- 
dustries. 


The report of the Michigan bureat 
of labor and industrial statistics be- 
speaks careful attention. It may be 
said, says the Providence (R. I.) Jour- 
nal, tliat industrial conditions in the | 
west differ from those at the east, and 
that we in this portion of the country | 
must take exception now and again, 
for this reason, to the finding of the 
bureau as detailed in this report, but 
certainly a painstaking investigation | 
over so wide a field as the state 
Michigan cannot but prove of general 
interest and value. Moreover, the 
Michigan bureau has conducted similar 
investigations for eight years, and in 
that time has acquired much experi- 
ence in collating facts like those now | 
presented. 

It wodld not be fair to say that the 
daily life of the workingman is 
pictured with absolute correctness, for | 
all such canvasses as the Michigan 
bureau has made from home to home | 
must be incomplete. But we may be 
sure that an approximately correct idea 
of that status of workingmen, at least | 
im certain industries, may be gained | 
from a study of the bureau's statistics. 
No attempt to secure figures for all) 
varieties of industry was made, the | 
labors of investigators being confined | 
chiefly to the agricultural implement | 
and ir un working laborers, although a | 
few establishments of other character 
were visited. The two industries 
named are among the best known and 
longest established in the state, and it 
was considered that an inquiry among 
these would be valuable as affording an 
idea of how the better paid classes of 
workmen live. It is said that in these 
two branches of manufacture working- 
men receive relatively high wages, and 
that they may be taken to represent 
the more prosperous grade of employes. 

For the purposes of this report 8,838 
workmen were visited and confronted 
with a long list of questions on many 
interesting subjects pertaining to their 
home life. They were asked whether 
or not they owned the houses in which 
they lived; if there were encumbrances 
on their property; if they carried life 
insurance and to what amount; how 
much wages they received and how 
much they saved; whether or not they 
owned pianos or sewing machines, and 
a variety of other questions. It was 
found that out of the 8,838 to whom 
these queries were put one earned $40 
a week and 125 from $20 to $30, while 
at the other end of the pay roll were a 
dozen boys who received but $2 a week 
and 322 more with $3 or less. About 15 
per cent. received $15 or over, and more 
than 17 per cent. less than $7, while 
the average for the whole number. 
married and single men, was $10.06, and 
that for the married men 811.50. The 
average total amount for the year was 
$467, the married men averaging $525, a 
small annual income on which to sup- 
sort a family, in the estimation ofa 

„many more favored people. But, 
with this amount, it is evident that the 
families of these Michigan working- 
men have been prosperous, at least in 
many cases. 

As many as 2,328 of the employes 
who were visited owned their houses 
and nearly half this number were un- 
burdened with mortcages. Almost all 
the householders were married men, 
moreover, and 45 per cent. of the fam- 
ilies concerning whom the state bureau 
made inquiries were therefore installed 
intheirown homes. It is worth while 
to note, in passiv®, that of these house 
owners the largest proportion were 
Germans, Hollanders, and Irish, with 
the Scotchmen and Poles not far be- 
hind. The Scotebhman's house cost 
$2,025, however, and that of the Poles 
$956, the average among all nationali- 
ties reaching $1,312. 

Nor are the comforts of everyday life 
forbidden, although the average wages 
would not seem, at first thought, to af- 
ford much margin for these. The 
American laborer looks upon certain 
luxurics as necessities, and the Mich- 
igan figures seem to show that he is 
able to possess some of them. Sixty- 
nine per cent. of the families visited 
owned sewing machines, and it is fair 
to assume that these are positive lux- 
urics in many a home, where in less 
prosperous days there was an inordi- 
nate amount of sewing byhand. Sixty- 
seven per cent. of all the employes in- 
terviewed took newspapers and maga- 
zines, and half of them daily papers, 
and more than one-fifth of the 8,238 
possessed musical instruments of one 
kind or another, while there were 
found 700 organs and 314 pianos. A 
fourth of the whole number of men 
were insured, the average amount be- 
ing nearly $1,500, and 40 per cent. saved 
money last year. In all, $175,470 was 
paid out in that time for homes and im- 
provements upon them. and $529,830 in 
eash was saved. This isa good general 
shovving, and may be taken to indicate 
fairly the financial status of a large 
body of workimgmen in a representa- 
tive state ofthe west.
